company lins recently made it possible

buildings. 
These serve as clubhouses 
for the members, and they an s w e r the 
purpose adm irably. 
Some of them in­ 
deed are fitted up as homes for the 
members. 
T he Greek letter fratern ity is an in­ 
stitution pf*oaliar to the A m erican col 
lege. 
The only th in g in foreign coun­ 
tries th a t resembles it is the “corps” at 
th e G erm an university, and even this 
presents as m any points of diversity as 
of resemblance. 
T he Greek letter fra ­ 
te rn ity takes its n am e from the Greek 
letters bv w hich 
it is know n 
and 
w hich have occult m eanings know n on­ 
ly to the initiated. 
Am ong th e most 
prom inent and popular fraternities are 
D elta K appa Epsilon, rid D elta Theta, 
B eta Theta Pl and Psi Upsilon. 
The 
first Greek letter fra tern ity of any kind 
w as founded ar the College of W illiam 
and Mary, Virginia, in 1770. 
it was 
n ot until the third or fourth decode of 
th e past century, however, th a t they 
really took root In the colleges, hut 
since then their grow th has been rapid. 
The fra tern ity serves the double pur­ 
pose of uniting th e men while a tte n d ­ 
ing the college or university and ofter 
they have left their alm a m ater. 
Iii 
N ew York some of th e larger fra te rn i­ 
ties have erected beautiful houses, and 
the reunions of the m em bers serve to 
recall the most delightful m em ories of 
college years. 
Greek fratern ity m em bers are divid­ 
ed into two classes. 
W hile at college 
they are called active m embers. 
A fter 
graduation they are know n as alum ni.
